PARIS, Aug. 9.—Plenty of food- 
stuffs exists in the world. 

There will be no starvation any- 
where during the coming year and 
there will be plenty for all peoples, 
even those of centrai Europe, if proper 
financing is arranged for, if the sup- 
ply of shipping is so controlled as to 
deliver the maximum tonnage, and if 
coal is available to operate the ship- 
ping. 

Despite the big deficits in foodstuffs 
which Europe will buy from America 
there is no reason why these pur 
chases should increase prices in Amer- 
ica, as Europe can only take our over- 
supply and cannot strip the American 
markets through lack of shipping to 
carry the products away and through 
jack of financial power. — 

Toledo Expert Aid of Hoover. 

These are the opinions of Dr. F. M. 
Surface, formerly of Toledo, O., who 


is chief statistician for the export de- 
partment for Herbert Hoover.

Dr. Surface believes the three prob- 
lems, as he sees them, of feeding cen- 
tral Europe are easily solved if the 
people, themselves, determine

First: He favors the United States 
appointing some one big man—maybe 
a government official—to superintend 
the purchasing and selling relations 
with the buying governments of Eu- 
rope.

Withdrawal of Cops 


Brings Order to 
Resume Work. 


The stockyards strike is over. The 


announcement followed a decision of 
Chief Garrity to order the removal of 
all deputy sheriffs and police reserves 
from the stockyards district. Fifteen 
thousand strikers, members of al! 
unions involved in the walkout which 
threatened to tie up Chicago’s packing 
industry, who had assembled in & 
massmeting at Fiftieth street and Oak- 
ley avenue yesterday afternoon, heard 
the news and were told by their union 
officials to report for work at the yards 
.Monday morning. 


Chief Garrity’s decision came after a 


conference with city and state officials, 
it is said. Karlier in the day he had 
refused the union’s request for with- 
drawal of the gvurds, but following a 
conference with Federal Judge Alschu- 
ler the labor leaders again apbroached 
the chief and received the reply that 
the police and duepty sheriffs would 

withdrawn at once. 


Unllons Claim Victory. 
J. W. Johnstons, secretary of the 


Stockyards Labor counci?, announced 
the “vietory” of the unions to the 
crowds which had assembled “as a 
protest against police and military pro- 
tection in the yards.”

These leaders not only believe it— 
they fear it. This fear dictated that

First, 
with theexception of some British trade 
unionists, European and continental 
labor is socialistic—American labor to- 
day is not: Second, European labor, 
even trade unions, has a keen sense of 
a united political partnership—Amer- 


Eu- 
ropean labor feels less regard for em- 
ploying only constitutional methods in 
seeking labor reforms than American 
labor. The result of these differences 


Plays, if it does not really feel, more 
of what is called the spirit of interna- 
tional solidarity than American labor.

Pitch and Run 


Approach Shot 


Described by George O'Neil 


The three standard types of ap- 
proach shots are commonly known as 
the pitch and run shot, the chip shot, 
and the back-spin shot. They must 
be carefully distinguished from one an- 
other, because each ts played in a dif- 
ferent way and any mixture of styles 
is likely to result in failure. After they 
have been mastered, the player must 
in each case decide definitely and posi- 
tively which he wishes to play and 
play it. To think of one style while 
trying to play another ie fatal to suc- 
cess. 

The pitch and run shot is intended 
to ‘pitch through the air a certain dis- 
tance and then run a certain distance 
more. This double object controls the 
character of back and forward swings 
the manner in which the club face 
meets the ball, and the management of 
the finish. 

Directions fot Stance. 

For the stance, face slightly toward 
the hole, with the left foot further 
from the line of direction than the 
right. The feet should be about ten 
inches apart, and the ball should Iie 
nearly opposite the left heel. 

The club should be gripped firmly | 
in the fingers, but in such a& manner 
as to allow the wrists to move freely. 
This is important in all shots, but 
perhaps especially so in approach 
shots. The test of the grip is to swing 
the club gently once or twice above 
the ball. If any tension is felt in the 
wrists or if the weight of the club head 
is not distinctly felt, it is certain that 
the grip is either too much in the 
palms of the hands or too fiercely main- 
tained. 

Club Faced Toward Hole. 

The club should be faced accurat#y |

As the forward swing 
begins, the reversal of the wrist roll 
begins, bringing the face of the club 
perpendicular to the line of direction

War Risk Bureau Has a 
Puzzling Job with Du- 
plicated Names.

Daily thousands of letters of inquiry 
poyr into the bureau of war risk in- 


surance in Washington containing anx- 


fous questions about allotments, gov- 


ernment insurance, bonus payments, 
final Gischarge pay, and the thousand 
and one financial matters between the 
5,000,000 men who were in service and 
their government. 

As fast as the great stacks of cor- 
reapondence can be taken up they are 
checked, filed, and answéred, and the 
mattefs’ of difficulty straightened out. 
But ‘ho one, except those actually en- 
gaged in clearing away the trouble, 
can appreciate the obstacles that have 
to be overcome. Carelessness in giv- 
ing uddresses, or in giving notifica- 
tion of change of address, or by hand- 
writing that cannot be easily deciph- 
cred, is responsible for thrée-fourths 
of the trouble. —

Hundreds of Girls Used. 

In tracing down ‘the inquiries that 
flood the bureau each day hundreds of 
girls are uséd—all of them girls who 
have had experienge in library or cata- 
logue work. They are from évery 
state in the union and inquiries from 
their state are always referred to them 
because of their knowledge of towns, 
counties, and postoffice addresses in 
their districts. 

Some of the difficulties arise through 
‘adherence to old customs of the land of 
their fathers by young Americans who 
proved their loyalty by following the 
colors. One instance is that ef a gol- 
dier by the name of Jose Colozgan y 
Sepulveda. From the American view 
point this soldier’s name is Colozan, but 
according to Spanish custom the Sepul- 
veda, which was his. mother’s last 
name, is affixed to every official docu- 
ment. Where a name is recorded in 
this,manner the mother of the boy, in 
writing to the byreau to inquire about 
his insurance, says “his name is Sepul- 
veda.

of applications for allotments, bonds, 
insurance policies, and commutation 


about his insurance policy, stated he 
could be identified in lieu of his serial 
and certificate numbers by the fact’ 


that the beneficiary named was his 
wife, Mary A. The research workers 
of the bureau found that there were 
475 John J. O’Briens and that fifty of 
them had wives whose names 4are 
Mary A. 

To locate “J. A. Brown” would ne- 
céssitate search through 2,000 index 
cards, the bureau points out; looking 
for “C. E. Johnson” would require 
search through 6,000 cards; “H. H. 
Miller” through 3,000 cards, and “J. 
W. Smith” through 14,000 cards. 

In handling names of Americans of 
foreign extraction the greatest diffi- 
culty has been in deciphering the chi- 
rography of compound “o's” and “z’s” 
and “y's” and “s’s” and “f's.”

Veal Stock. 

Veal stock, also called white stock. 
is made from a knuckle of veal (for 
merly sold for 10 cents) and one pound 
of lean beef taken from the cheaper 
cuts of beef, flavored with vegetables 
and seasoned with herbs, peppercorns 
and salt. This stock when finished is 
not as clear as chicken stock, not even 
when clarified with the white of eggs 
and the crushed shells. It is, however 
the foundation of many delicious cream 
soups made with stock, and it is in 
dispensable in a large variety of sa 
vory sauces. It is this stock that gives 
the finishing touch to meats, poultry, 
game, vegetables, entrees, etc.

The other part consists in weich- 
ing and measuring adults. The principal 
object in weighing and measuring chil- 
dren is to determine their rate of growth. 

We have learned the lessons of baby 
growth very well. Most mothers know 
about the rate of growth of a baby for 
each month of life. Many of them meas- 
ure and weigh their babies at short inter- 
vals. They know that if growth stops 
the haby is not thriving and they pro- 
ceed to remedy matters. Knowledge that 
growth is the best index of well being 
in children between 2 and 16 years of 
age is not so widespread. A part of 
the proposal is that mothers and school 
teachers watch the growth of the chil- 
dren and that changes be made in diet 
or whatever else is at fault just as soon 
a8 possible after growth stops 


The weighing done during children’s 
year proved that children of the same 
age are not of the same weight and 
height and no diet could be given which 
would make thern ao.

By measuring the height of the body in 
the sitting posture the length of the legs 
is eliminatedand the length of those mem- 
bers has nothing to do with force and 
vitality.

UT the war has also shown con- 
clusively that the experience of

French divisions, there were only two 
main roads, running in the direction of 
the advance, one of them on the ex- 
treme right flank, along the valley of 
the Meuse, exposed to artillery fire 
from the heights tn the hands of the 
Germans on the east. bank of the river, 
the other on the right flank along the 
eastern edge of the Argonne, exposed 
to artillery fire from tHe forest. 
Between these on the front of the 
main American advance there were 
only narrow cross roads connecting 
the villages and these roads had been 
shelled to pieces. The hilly and wooded 


nature of the country made the task of 
constructing new roads, of repairing 
the existing ones, and constructing rall- 
ways very laborious, and consequently 
there was great congestion of traffic, 
difficulty in relieving the troops in the 
front line and in bringing up to them 
food and ammunition. With greater 
experience the American infantry 
would have learned to overcome the 
German machine guns with less loss 
of life and the services of supply would 
have worked more smoothly. 

Had the American army waited to 
gain that experience the war would 
certainly have been prolonged by at 
least six months and the cost in life 


‘would certainly have been far greater 


than it was. Pershing must have tak- 
en all these factors into consideration 
when he threw in his vote for fighting 
the great battle which began on Sept. 
26. He decided that the vigor and val- 
or of his troops would more than coun- 
ter balance their lack of battle expert- 
ence, and his troops more than justified 
his confidence in them. | 

From Sept. 26 until the Kriernhilde 
system was finally broken, Pershing, 
by making the fullest use of his man 


menaced the Metz-Mezieres railway and 
forced Ludendorff to employ forty di- 
visions in an ineffectual effort to stem 
his advance. Without this contribu. 
tion to the general plan Foch’s scheme 
of victory could not have been realized. 
The slow, strenuous struggie on the 
American front which lasted from 
Sept. 28 to Oct. 28 wag inevitable in 
the circumstances in which the ist 
American army became engaged, and 
the American soldier came triumphant- 
ly through the ordeal of that struggle. 

This accumulation of difficulties 
along the allied battle front gave the 

Germans time to pull themselves to 
gether. It appears from the alterca- 
tions between Ludendorff and his gov- 
ernment that after the breaking of the 
Hindenburg line on Sept. 29 he con- 
yeyed to them the impression that all 
was lost, and it seems probable that 
that represented his real feelings at 
the time. A week later, however, he 
began to change his mind, for he’ be- 
gan to see a prospect of getting his 
army together on a new line and of 
holding out for reasonably favorab! 
terms of peace. 

At the end of the first week of Octo- 
ber he had in front of the Americans 
and of Gouraud just north of the Ar- 
gonne and along the Aisne the south- 
ern section of his Hindenburg line still 
intact. Between the Aisne and the 

Oise he had a line east of the &t. 
Gobain Massif and of Laon to which 
he could withdraw his center. Oppo- 
site the main British advance he had 
between the Oise and the Scheldt 
south of Valenciennes a strong natural 
position along the river Selle,. which 
had been partially prepared for de- 
fense. 

In the north, if he could come right 
out of Flanders and get behind the 
Scheldt from Valenciennes through 
Ghent, and rest his northern flank 
on the Dutch frontier, he would obtain 
a much sborter line and place in front 
of his troops a water barrier which 
would shelter them from the attacks 
of the dreaded tanks.

In this fighting the Germans lost 12,000 
prisoners and 260 guns, but succeeded 
in establishing themgelvee in the Selle 


The retreat of the German center 
from the St. Gobain Massif, Laon, and 
the Chemin des Dames and the neigh- 
borhood of Reims was carried through 
in fairly good order, though about 
Rheims it was hastened by the transfer 
to that neighborhood of the 2nd and 
36th American divisions in succession. 
On Oct. 13 the French entered Laon 
and two days later found themselves 
confronted by the enemy.in his new 
positions. Opposite Gouraud the Ger- 
mans withdrew into their strong lines 
along the Aisne, from the west of Ri- 
thel through Attiguy to Vouziers, just 
west of the northern edge of the Ar- 
gonne, 

On the American front, however, 
there was no retreat, for the Americans 
were now getting very near the Kriern- 
hilde line and Crown Prince WIl- 
liam’s object was to keep them at a 
distance from it as long as possible.

His left flank opposite Debe- 
ney’s army rested on a series of very 
defensible wooded heights which di- 
vided the valleys of the Selle and the 
Oise. On the front of the 4th Brit- 
ish army the Germans held the east- 
ern bank of the Selle and had occupied 
the line of the railway which connects 
Le Cateau and Solesmes. 

This railway line runs through a se- 
ries of embankments and cuttings, 
which provided the German infantry 
with excellent cover and their machine 
gunners with positions from which 
they could sweep the valley, while the 
rolling heights behind gave their ar- 
tillery splendid opportunities for domi- 
nating the approaches to the river. In 
front of the railway line a single, and 
as compared with the entanglements 
of the Hindenburg line, not very for- 
midable belt of barbed wire had been 
erected, but the Selle, ordinarily an i1- 
significant stream, was in flood, and in 
itself constituted a serioug obstacle to 
infantry, which would have to force its 
way across in face of machine gun fire. 

The sites for a strong trench system 
had been marked out by digging down 
to a depth of about one foot, but the 
German infantry and engineers, weary 
and dispirited by their defeats, had 
not the energy to complete these 
trenches in the time at their disposal.
